Elba receives $258,375 FEMA grant

State and local EMA (Emergency 
Management Agency) officials were 
in Elba Monday not due to a disas- 
ter, but to bring good news. 

Charles Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s EMA, told those gathered 
in city hall, “If you would have been 
here six years ago today, you would 
have been underwater!” 

“We are pleased to be here today 
to announce the near completion of 
another step in the efforts we are 
making to keep Elba from ever go- 
ing underwater again,” said Webb. 

Through the Hazard Mitigation 
Grant Program, Lee Heims, Director 
of Alabama’s EMA, presented the 
City of Elba with a check for 
$258,375.00. 

The money will be used to install 
two high capacity stormwater pumps 
located inside the levee. These 
pumps will pump water, which accu- 
mulates inside the levee during ini- 
tial rainfall during a storm, over the 
levee into the Pea River. 

The grant program provides fund- 
ing for projects that will eliminate or 
substantially reduce the potential 
loss and suffering from a natural dis-

Code of Ordinances, Town of New 
Brockton; the Town of New 
Brockton Police Department Stan- 
dard Operating Procedure (SOP). 

2.) Reports will be sent to the Al- 
abama Criminal Justice Informa- 
tion Center monthly as required. 
A copy of all quarterly reports 
will be provided to the mayor, as 
stated in memorandum dated Feb- 
ruary 24, 1994, and April 12, 
1994, 

3.) You will not continue to al- 
low officers to work off the clock 
per memorandum dated January 
10, 1996, 

4.) You will notify the mayor of 
any leave you plan to take, as well 
as any time you will be out of 
town or times you are tardy and 
not available for your shift. 

5.) You will notify either the city 
clerk or the water clerk of your lo- 
cation during your shift.

Clinton Pork Could Sabotage Final Budget Agreement 


Here we go again, With the 
prospect of another federal govern: 
ment shutdown just days away, the 
President has chosen once more to 
ignore his commitment to present a 
balanced budget to Congress. 

Atthe last minute, Mr, Clinton 
is preparing to order another federal 
government shutdown unless he gets 
$8 billion in new pork barrel pro- 
grams added to the budget. 

With Congress and the White 
House very close to achieving a true 
seven-year balanced budget, the Presi- 
dent has pulled a fast one, reaching 
into his bag of tricks and pulling out 
another monkey wrench to sabotage 
any hope of progress. 

If you've had any doubts about 
the President's sincerity to work fora 
balanced budget and keep faith with 
the American people, then surely his 
$8 billion pork wish list will confirm 
them. 

Judge for yourself the 
President’s sincerity, Here’s what he 
now insists be added to the budget, or 
else he'll order another federal shut- 
down; 

Pay White House chief of 
staff’s wife $300 a Day — President 
Clinton wants $2 million more for the 
Ounce of Prevention Council which 
employs White House Chief of Staff 
Leon Panetta’s wife as a consultant 
for $300 a day. This program was 
created in 1994 to coordinate crime 
fighting efforts, but has yet to admin- 
ister a single grant.

Continue the AmeriCorps 
boondoggle — President Clinton is 
demanding an additional $470 mil- 
lion for the AmeriCorps “paid volun 
teer” national service program, Origi- 
nally supposed to cost $17,000 to 
$18,000 per “volunteer,” the General 
Accounting Office recently reported 
the AmeriCorps program is costing 
the taxpayer $26,654 foreach “volun- 
teer” each year. A Baltimore 
AmeriCorps program even cost tax- 
payers, $50,000 for each participant. 

Fund Hazel O’Leary’s De- 
partment of Energy — The Presi- 
dent wants an additional $75 million 
forenergy conservation programs over 
and above the $553 million already 
approved, This is simply unbeliev- 
able given Secretary O’ Leary’s noto- 
rious record of wasting tens of mil- 
lions of taxpayer dollars on foreign 
junkets and self promotional boon- 
doggles. 

Foreign rain measurements 
— The President also wants $8 mil- 
lion for something called the Global 
Learning and Observation to Benefit 
the Environment (GLOBE). This pro- 
gram spends taxpayer dollars with a 
goal of teaching K-12 students in for- 
eign countries to measure rainwater,

On December 25, 1995 our son 
was one of the happiest little boys in 
the world to wake up on Christmas 
to find what gifts he had received; 
however, all this was taken from him 
on March 7, . Three men broke into 
our home. I speak of these criminals 
as men because the day they broke 
down my door, stole our belongings, 
invaded our privacy, vandalized our 
home, that day they committed an 
adult crime, 

What separates a juvenile from an 
adult? How many crimes does some- 
one have to commit to stand in front 
of our judicial system as an adult in- 
stead of a juvenile? How many peo- 
ple does it take to be hurt for some- 
thing to be done? At some point the 
juvenile title needs to be taken away 
and “ADULT” needs to be stated. 

These thieves took our son’s Sega 
game system, knife collection, guns, 
and his heart. One of the guns that 
was stolen was my grandfather's. 
One in which he gave to my dad and 
in return gave it to my son when he 
turned nine, And by the way he is 
only 11 now. This gun is over 50 
years old and is priceless to my son 
and I. 

How many crimes does it take for 
action to be taken? Would it have 
taken me walking in on these men 
and them killing me or my children 
for them to be treated like any other 
adult criminal? 

Two weeks ago, one of these 
same criminals was caught with 
drugs in school. Two weeks later, he 
was in my home stealing my belong- 
ings while I’m at work. I had a home 
that I could come to at the end of the 
day and where I felt safe and secure, 
but not anymore. This was a home 
my husband and I put our life sav- 
ings into and it took 30 minutes for 
three useless thieves to destroy it. 
Days later, I have to spend money 
not for a reason for my family, but 
instead to install equipment to keep 
“crooks” like these three out of my 
home. I’m mad and hurt and we are 
the victims. These people go to bed 
each night with nothing that has 
been taken from them. However, my 
family, for the rest of our lives, will 
go to bed with a part of us that has 
been taken away. 

The hurt I saw in my son’s eyes 
on March 7 is a hurt that I will never 
forget as long as I live. It hurts me 
speaking as a mother, to know that 
there is nothing I can.do to take the 
hurt away. ny 

In closing, I would like to thank 
Mr. Norris and Jack Herbert forthe 
kindness and understanding they 
both showed my family on that hor- 
rible Thursday aftemoon, Also, I 
would like to thank all the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department for a 
job well done in catching these men 
and getting them off the streets. 
Now it is up to the judicial system 
to keep them off the streets and out 
of people’s homes.

Dear Editor: 

More than 400,000 people in Ala- 
bama receive food stamps, because 
their household incomes are less 
than 130% of the federal poverty 
level, and clearly lack the financial 
resources for an adequate diet. Based 
on national data, it is estimated that 
one half (51%) of these children are 
under age 18. The ability of the pro- 
gram to feed these and other needy 
persons could be undermined by 
welfare reform proposals that have 
been pending on Capitol Hill for the 
last year and recently revived by the 
National Governors’ Association 
(NGA). 

H.R. 4, the welfare bill that Presi- 
dent Clinton vetoed in January, 
would have permitted some states to 
end the individual guarantee of food 
stamp benefits for eligible persons 
and convert the program into a lump 
sum block grant. Moreover, that 
bill, by restricting benefits and eligi- 
bility, would have cut food assis- 
tance by $32 billion over seven 
years, The NGA “deal”, while not 
identical to H.R. 4's Food Stamp 
provisions, is similar in most major 
respects. As such, it is a bad deal for 
needy people in Alabama. 

The magnitude of the food stamp 
cuts is enormous. On average, the 
annual amount of assistance lost 
would be over four times that being 
provided now by Second Harvest, 
the national food bank network and 
largest source of hunger relief. Nor 
could that or other charities be ex- 
pected to fill the gap left by the less- 
ening of federal assistance, In- 
creased requests for food have been 
reported for months by soup kitch- 
ens, food bank operators, and others 
across the country, : 

Any notion that food stamp a 
ients can “tighten their belts” to ab- 
sorb the budget cuts ignores desper- 
ate circumstances in which most re- 


non-emergency” of the pro- 
has A income That 
amounts to only 59% of the poverty 
line--under per month for a 
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erage income is even more meager-- 
merely 19% of the poverty line or 
less than $200 per month for that 
same three person family. 

Food stamp benefits currently are 
quite low--averaging just $0.79 per 
person per meal. The budget cuts be- 
ing proposed will mean missed 
meals for people who already have a 
tough time stretching their benefits 
throughout the month, 

The NGA proposal seems at odds 
with any goal of empowering indi- 
viduals to provide for themselves. 
For example, unemployed adults 
without minor children would be 
thrown off the Food Stamp Program 
after four months even if they want- 
ed to work and a job or training posi- 
tion were not available for them. Not 
only does such a proposal seem 
harsh, it is counterproductive. 

We hope that policymakers will 
consider the quarter of a million Ala- 
bama children living in poverty be- 
fore they enact radical and wrong- 
headed proposals.

that I got after that seemed to be in 
print before I could get it down, and

“SO it was writer’s block almost

You throw out the advice you 
don't want, but file it somewhere in 
the back of your mind in case you 
need it later.” 

Writing for children, one must 
keep the adult in mind as well, 
Womble said. “I can remember 
books I wouldn’t read to my own 
children, because they bored me. 
And since The Enchanied Easter 


Egg Tree is a two-lap book [one de- 
signed for reading and sharing with 
very small tots], | knew it had to be 
enjoyable for all ages.” 

The incident behind Womble’s 
narrative took place near the gold- 
fish pond in her yard, 

“We have an oak tree with a hole 
in the trunk growing nearby,” she 
said, “All the children in the book 
are grandchildren, except one who's 
a nephew, and Erin and Angel did 
actually plant their plastic egg just 
like I've written. They wore them- 
selves out watering and nurturing it. 

“So today, it’s still the Easter egg 
tree to everyone in the family.” 

She can’t come close to estimat- 
ing the time spent writing this short, 
simple book, revising it while “ago- 
nizing over every decision. 

“I knew it had to be short and 
simple, that the text had to flow, but 
I thought if Jack had magic beans, I 
could make a magic tree that would 
catch people's fancy.” 

This “totally new experiences, no 
background whatsoever,” drew to a 
close. Then Womble needed to find 
a publisher, 


“When I submitted it to Carlton 
Press [a vanity or subsidy publisher] 
and heard the cost, I decided to bring 
it out myself. I’d been told they do 
little or no promotion anyway.

Making decisions on 
book design and working with a 
printer required endless concentra- 
tion. 

“J had a lot of help,” she said,

sort of thing. Harris Printing in West 
End handled the color separation and 
final printing details. 

“During the process I learned to 
be receptive to others’ ideas and sug- 
gestions.” 

Publishing details came only after 
she'd located an illustrator, Womble 
added. “I’d never met Jan [Law- 
rence], but Becky Von Canon said

Teaching Students Who Learn Differently

Mrs. Gail Jackson and Mrs. Verna 
Mozzo are two of the three resource 
teachers at Zion Chapel. Resource 
teachers instruct students who learn dif- 
ferently from other students. These stu- 
dents are taught using different tech- 
niques. The techniques to be used are 
determined on an individual basis. 

Mrs. Jackson uses many techniques 
in her classroom to get the students to 
learn. She uses one on one instruction; 
visual learning, auditory learning, and 
tactile learning techniques; shorter as- 
signments, and the development of or- 
ganization skills. Mrs. Mozzo uses the 
same techniques as Mrs. Jackson as well 
as techniques of her own. She uses text- 
books written on a different reading lev- 
els, oral work and oral tests, class dis- 
cussions, less copying of work and notes. 


Who are the children taught by re- 
source teachers? Mrs. Jackson and Mrs. 
Mozzo teach children with learning 
problems. Reading is the most common 
learning problem in Mrs. Mozzo's class- 
toom. Students also have problems with 
math and language. The students may 
have dyslexia, ADD, ADHD. Dyslexia 
occurs when a child read his letters and 
numbers backwards. ADD initializes At- 
tention Deficit Disorder. ADHD stands 
for Attention Deficit with Hyperactivity 
Disorder. 

Mrs. Jackson's students have below 
average grades in one or more subjects 
such as reading, math, and language. 
These problems will lead to problems in 
science, social studies, and electives if 
left unattended.

Two popular treatments are be- 
havioral therapy and psychoanalysis, 
which are based on different ideas about 
the causes of psychological problems.

Psycho- 
analysis states that the phobias come 
from repressed feelings and once the pa- 
tient fully understands those repressed 
feelings, the fear will disappear or be- 
come manageable.

Mrs, Shirley Dean, School Nurse, will 
conduct the screening. This scoliosis 
screening is required by law for school 
children enrolled in grades 5-9 in the 
State of Alabama. The purpose of this 
screening is to detect at the earliest stag- 
es, any deformity of the spine so that the 
need for treatment can be determined, 

The procedure is simple, The school 
nurse observes the student's posture 
while standing and bending forward. 
This screening will only be done in the 
presence of the nurse, Parents of stu- 
dents who are suspected of having sco- 
liosis will be contacted so that they may 
get further evaluation from their own 
physician,

Scoliosis Screening At Z.C. 


Scoliosis is a side-to-side curve of the 
spine. It becomes apparent during ad- 
olescence or even earlier, It affects more 
girls than boys. Advanced cases can re- 
sult in severe deformity that may inter- 
fere with the heart, lungs and nervous 
system, Doctors do not know what caus- 
es most cases, though some cases result 
from muscular diseases or birth defects, 
Symptoms of scoliosis are unlevel hips 
or shoulders, a prominent shoulder 
blade, or a hump on the back. 

Many people have some form of sco- 
liosis, but only a small percentage need 
medical treatment. Mild cases are sim- 
ply examined regularly to make sure 
they do not become worse. Physicians 
generally prescribe a back brace and spe- 
cial exercises to stabilize a moderate spi- 
nal curve in young people who have not 
completed their skeletal growth. Some 
prescribe electrical stimulation, where a 
small electrical transmitter is attached to 
the back. The transmitter stimulates the 
deep back muscles and causes them to 
contract and pull the spine into line, Se- 
vere cases of scoliosis may require sur- 
gery to straighten and join the vertebrae 
in the area of the curve, In many cases a 
steel rod is permanently attached to the 
spine to hold it in place, 

In most cases, early detection and 
treatment of scoliosis eliminates the need 
for surgery. This is an important reason 
that school children be checked at an ear- 
ly age.

Choosing your vegetable 


garden spot 


by George Tabb, Asst. County Agent 


More and more Americans are 
planting vegetable gardens. The fla- 
vor of vegetables fresh from the gar- 
den can’t be beaten and people feel 
proud growing their own produce, 

For a successful vegetable gar- 
den, you should keep several factors 
in mind when selecting a location. 

Vegetables need plenty of sun- 
light to grow and develop properly. 
A garden spot needs at least six 
hours of direct sunlight every day. 
An area that gets 8 to 10 hours daily 
is even better. 

Also keep your planting areas 
away from trees and shrubs. Besides 
shading your vegetables, these plants 
will compete with your vegetables 
for water and nutrients, 

You should locate your garden as 
clos¢. as convenient to your house. 
It’s easier to keep up with many 
chores associated with a vegetable 
garden if it’s only a step or two 
away. It also will make it easier for 
you to use the bounty growing in the 
garden. 

Soil is another important factor 
when selecting your garden spot. Se- 
lect an area that is well-drained. Are- 
as that stay damp or waterlogged are 
difficult to work in and may contrib- 
ute to disease problems in the gar- 


den, 

The best soil is a well-aerated, 
workable soil with high organic mat- 
ter content. This type soil is easy to 
cultivate and drains well. Unfortu- 
nately, many people don’t have that 
type soil in their yards. If your yard 
is either a clay or sandy soil, you can 
improve it by adding organic matter 
including compost, shredded leaves, 
and well-rotted manure among oth- 
ers, 

A successful vegetable garden 
needs a steady supply of water 
equaling about an inch a week in 
clay soils and two inches a week in 
sandy soils. Locate your garden 
where you can easily provide supple- 
mental water if rainfalls are short. 

Most people will have some area 
of the yard that’s suitable for yrow- 
ing vegetables. Even in the smallest 
yard, you should be able to find a 
spot for a few tomatoes, some pep- 
per plants, and perhaps a few other 
vegetables, Don’t overlook the pos- 
sibility of mixing vegetable plants in 
the flower border or growing some 
in containers. For more ideas on 
growing the most in your available 
space contact the Extension Office at

How to send insect samples 
to be identified 


by George Tabb, Asst. County Agent 


If you find an unfamiliar insect 
(along with its many family mem- 
bers) that has taken up residence in 
your home or garden, the County 
Extension Office can help you iden- 
tify it. The County Extension Office 
will work with the Plant Diagnostic 
Lab at Auburn University in identi- 
fying the insect. 

To collect a sample of the insect 
you will need a small jar or vial con- 
taining alcohol (rubbing alcohol is 
acceptable), Place the insect in the 
jar with alcohol, It is important that 
the insect be dead, but not smashed. 
Take the insect to the County Exten- 
sion Office along with information 
such as where the insect was found, 
what plant it may have been on and 


what type of damage to the plant 
was found, if any. 

Please do not send insects in for 
identification unless they are caus- 
ing damage to your plants or home. 
Also, please do not kill spiders and 
send them in for identification un- 
less the spider has bitten someone or 
large numbers (five or more) are 
found in your home. Current re- 
sources do not permit the identifica- 
tion of insects submitted for curiosi- 


ly only. 
Please send samples through the 
County Extension Office. The 


County Extension Office will have 
forms that need to accompany the 
sample that will provide the lab with 
information.

Selecting blackberries 
for the home 
garden 


by Richard Petcher, 
Assoc. County Agent 


There are several varictics of 
blackberries that are excellent for the 
home gardener or commercial plant- 
er, These berries are much better in 
size and quality than our normal 
fence row blackberries. The first va- 
ricty is Choctaw. This is the first va- 
ricly to ripen. This is an erect, pro- 
ductive, high quality blackberry. 

The second variety is Cheyenne. 
This is one of the larger blackberries 
and ripens mid-season. 

The third variety is Shawnee. 
This is an erect,’ productive, high 
quality blackberry, Shawnce is noted 
for its consistent high fruit yield and 
large size. 

The fourth variety is Navaho. 
This is an erect, thornless blackber- 
ry. The only disadvantage of this 
berry is that it ripens late, around the 
first of August. Navaho is one of the 
sweetest of the thornless blackberry 
varicties, 

The fifth variety is a new variety 
named Arapaho. It is very similar to 
Navaho. The supply of this variety is 
fairly limited this year. 

The home gardener will want to 
start with blackberry plants. These 
are hardier and will start producing 
berries the first year and be in full 
production the second year. Plant 
these plants in rows 12 feet apart and 
approximately 3 feet apart in the 
row. For larger plantings you may 
consider planting root cuttings, as 
they are considerably cheaper than 
plants. Of course, you will not get 
any fruit the first year and you will 
be a little slower in getting in pro- 
duction, Again, the rows are 12 feet 
apart and the spacing is 18 inches 
apart in the row, 

A good rule of thumb for fertiliz- 
ing blackberries is 2 quarts of 8-8-8 
per 100 feet of row in early March 
and then again in June. 

There are only several diseases 
that affect blackberries, so you rarely 
need to spray. Sanitation or keeping 
wild blackberries away from your 
patch is the best way of keeping dis- 
cases from your blackberries, 

There are several methods of 
pruning blackberries, The main thing 
is to keep old canes pruned out so 
you will have plenty of space for 
fresh, young plants. Blackberries 
fruit on two-year-old cane, The sim- 
plest method of pruning blackberries 
is with a bushhog, Plant twice as 
many berries as you need and bush- 
hog half of the planting every other 
year,

Diagnosing disease 


"What killed her, Doc?” is a ques- 
tion farmers often ask veterinarians. 
It is not unusual for livestock pro- 
ducers to encounter disease and 
death in their animals and herds. 
Sometimes death losses occur sud- 
denly and unexpectedly. However, 
disease such as mastitis in dairy 
cows, chronic pneumonia in stocker 
calves, or diarrhea in piglets may 
cause economically important pro- 
duction losses without sudden death, 

Often, diseases like some pneu- 
monia in finishing hogs are caused 
by more than one factor, In these 
cases, the solution to the problem 
lies not just with finding the particu- 
lar microbe (virus, bacteria, or my- 
croplasma) that caused the disease. 
Identifying the other conditions that 
may have made the pigs more sus- 
ceptible to the disease in the first 
place is equally important. The chal- 
lenge is finding a solution that is 


Are you making yourself 
mad? 

Feeling angry is not an uncom- 
mon event in family life. Parents of- 
ten find themselves feeling angry 
when their children misbehave. 
Managing these angry feelings is an 
important part of being an effective 
parent. One way to manage anger is 
to recognize that it’s not what chil- 
dren do that makes us mad, but the 
things we think in reaction to chil- 
dren's misbehavior. We choose to 
become angry. No one can control 
how we feel, and anger is a feeling. 
Some examples of anger-producing 
thoughts are: 

*People will think I’m a bad par- 
ent when my children misbehave. 

*My children should know better. 

*] have to get angry at my chil- 
dren to make them stop. 

*When my children misbehave, 
they are doing it to irritate me. 

The fact is that children make 
mistakes and errors in judgement. 
You don't have to like or approve of 
their mistakes, but you don’t have to 
gel angry cither. Try this. If you rec- 
ognize your anger beginning to 
build, STOP. Remove yourself from 
the situation briefly. THINK. What 
are you thinking to make yourself 
angry? How would you prefer to 
handle the situation? ACT. Return to 
the situation and act. This process 
takes practice, but if it makes your 
parenting more effective, it’s worth 
the effort. 


Safe cooking hints for beef 
roasts 


You can still enjoy rare beef and 
not worry about foodborne patho- 
gens. You just have to choose the 
right cuts of beef to prepare rare. 
Steaks and roasts are good choices. 

If bacteria are present on steaks 
and roasts, they are only on the sur- 
face of the meat. Roasting, broiling 
or grilling the meats eliminates those 
bacteria, 

Steaks and roasts should be 
cooked to five degrees below the fol- 
lowing internal temperatures for 
doneness: medium rare, 150 degrees; 
medium, 160 degrees; well done, 
170 degrees, The internal tempera- 
tures of most roasted or grilled meats 
will rise about 5 degrees during a 10 
to 15 minute standing time, 

Ground beef and all other ground 
meats must be cooked well done 
with no pink visible in the center, 
Foodborne pathogens may contami- 
nate the ground meat during the 
grinding process, To kill bacteria 
and other contaminants, burgers and 
other foods made from ground meat 
should be cooked to an intemal tem- 
perature of 155 degrees, 

Remember, don't put your 
cooked meat on the same plate that 
held the raw meat, unless you have 
washed the plate thoroughly, or you 
could recontaminate the cooked 
meat. If you slice your meat on a 
cutting board, make sure you clean 
the board thoroughly with soap and 
hot water, You can wash some 
cutting boards, including — solid 
wooden boards, in the dishwasher, 
The high water temperature and 
heated drying in the dishwasher do a 
good job of killing bacteria on the 
boards,

The most useful definition of dis- 
case in livestock is stated in terms of 
productivity: 

Disease=Production Goals-Actual Production 

Consider this example: Your pro- 
duction goal is to market hogs in 170 
days or less, but your actual number 
of days to market is 190, By defini- 
tion, your swine farm is suffering 
from “disease”, This disease may not 
be caused by a single factor, such as 
an infection, It could be the result of 
a particular type of pneumonia in the 
finishing barn combined with less- 
than-adequate nutrition or poor ge- 
netics for fast, lean growth, 

To define disease in terms of pro- 
duction goals, a producer must docu- 
ment actual production. Keeping ac- 
curate and current records is 
essential to this process. For exam- 
ple, in a dairy operation with masti- 
tis problems, the producer needs in-

Purchasing Safe Clothing 
for Infants 


People enjoy shopping for babies. 
It’s just fun to pick out a new outfit 
for an infant or toddler, Safety is as 
important as style and color when se- 
lecting children’s clothing. 

People should be careful when 
purchasing infants’ clothing. Check 
all fasteners such as buttons, snaps 
and ribbons, and make sure they are 
securely attached to the garment. 
Also, check any decorative trims and 
make sure they are firmly attached 
as well. 

Strings for bonnets and_ hats 
should be attached securely. Make 
sure the child cannot become tangled 
in the strings and accidentally stran- 
gled. 

Infants’ garments should not be 
tight. Check the fit around the neck, 
arms and legs, This is particularly 
important if the garment contains 
elastic. The elastic should not be 
light or binding on the infant. Fab- 
rics for infant clothing should be soft 
to prevent irritating the skin, 

The only government regulations 
on infant apparel focus on sleep- 
wear, Pajamas, gowns and other 
children’s sleepwear must be made 
of flame-resistant material, 

Examine all children’s clothing 
carefully when purchasing. If you 
find problems, report them to the 
store and to the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. You 
can report problems to the Commis- 
sion’s Hotline at 1-800-638-2772. 

_ Check clothing before you buy it 
is one way to help keep your child 
healthy and happy.

formation about milk production and 
somatic cell count to determine the 
effect of the disease on production, 
Without good production records, 
such as those available from Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association, the 
problem quickly becomes a guessing 
game. 

Losses from disease or death 
should not be accepted as a natural 
part of a livestock operation, Re- 
sources are available to help deter- 
mine the cause or causes of disease 
and the appropriate action to prevent 
further losses. The producer's 3 
main resources are a practicing vete- 
rinarian, the State Veterinary Diag- 
nostic Laboratory, and his or her 
County Agent. Used together, they 
can become valuable assets for any 
livestock operation.

Why fine glassware tums 
cloudy 


The cloudiness that sometimes 
appears on fine glassware after it is 
cleaned in the dishwasher is called 
etching. Good crystal, or soft lead 
crystal, tends to be more susceptible 
than everyday glassware. 

Etching is the result of the action 
of hot water and detergent in the 
dishwasher. It tends to be more prev- 
alent with soft water and is, unfortu- 
nately, permanent and irreversible. 

One of the best ways to avoid 
etching is to wash fine glassware by 
hand instead of in the dishwasher, If 
the dishwasher is used, the following 
precautions will minimize the possi- 
bility of etching. 

Use a minimum of detergent, but 
not less than one tablespoon. Be sure 
the water temperature is not above 
140 degrees F. Under-load the dish- 
washer so everything is rinsed and 
drained thoroughly. Dry without 
heat. A rinsing agent or a detergent 
formulated for natural soft water 
may also help.

Parents want their babies to be 

happy and secure in their cribs, Be- 
cause babies spend more time in 
cribs than any other furniture item, 
it’s vital a crib be safe. 
_ Cribs account for more deaths of 
infants than any other nursery item. 
Nearly 50 babies die in crib acci- 
dents each year, 

About three-fourths of the victims 
were under one year of age with vir- 
tually all victims under 2. Most of 
the incidents occurred at home, 

The majoring of cribs involved in 
these incidents were previousl 
owned or used, The Consumer Prod- 
uct Safety Commission (CPSC) says 
that a new crib meeting all safety 
standards is one of the best invest- 
ments parents can make, 

For more than 20 years, the CPSC 
and industry have worked together 
setting standards for safer cribs that 
addressed side height, slat spacing, 
mattress fit, corner posts, and cut- 
outs in crib end panels. Since these 
standards have been in place, infant 
deaths in cribs have declined from 
an estimated 150 to 200 a year to 
about 50, 

Select a crib for your baby that 


meets the following safety guide- 
lines: 

*No missing, loose, broken, or 
improperly installed screws, brack- 
ets, or other loose hardware on the 
crib or the mattress support. 

*No more than 23/g inches be- 
tween crib slats so a baby’s body 
cannct fit through the slats. If a soda 
can fits through the slats on a crib, 
the spaces between the slats are too 
wide, 

*A firm, snug-fitting mattress so 

a baby cannot get trapped between 
the mattress and the aide of the crib. 
_ *No comer posts over I/1¢ of an 
inch above the end panels (unless 
they are over 16 inches high for a 
canopy) so a baby cannot catch 
clothing and strangle, 

*No cutout areas on the head- 
board or footboard so a baby's head 
cannot get trapped, 

*A mattress support that does not 
easily pull apart from the corner 
posis SO a baby cannot get trapped 

tween the mattress and crib, 

*No cracked or peeling paint to 
prevent lead poisoning, 

*No splinters or rough edges, 


How to safely freeze crawfish

March, April, and May are 
months when supplies of crawfis! 
are greatest. Although most crawfish 
are harvested between December 
and June, quality is best durin 
March through May. After you have 
your fill of fresh crawfish during 
May, freeze some to enjoy later, 

any prepared crawfish dishes 
freeze well and maintain high quali- 
ty for several months if properly 
packaged and frozen at O°F or be- 
ow, Double your recipe so you can 
enjoy one dish now and freeze an- 
other for later, 

Prepare dishes such as stews and 
crawlish dips to freeze, After cook- 
ing them, pour them into shallow 
containers to cool quickly, Package 


in airtight, moisture-proof freezing 
containers or freezing jars, Leave at 
least 1/2 inch headspace to prevent 
breakage as the contents expand dur- 


8 ing freezing, 


Use a shortcut by freezing in 
casserole dishes so that they will be 
ready for the oven or microwave. 
Put plastic film snugly against the 
top of the food in the casserole dish, 
This will exclude air and help the 
dish remain a quality product even 
after several months of frozen stor- 
age, 

After covering with the plastic 
film, seal airtight with heavy duty 
aluminum foil or tape the casserole 
Lop securely in place,

However, teams 
are rarely as good as they appear in the spring, and are never as bad as they 
might look to the unskilled eyes of the die-hard fans. New Brockton dressed 
out only two upcoming seniors for the jamboree, while over half the players 
on its roster were either eighth or ninth graders, When a team is young there 
is only one way for the players to get experience, and such was the case Fri- 
day night, as the Gamecock coaches made certain that every single player 
got a chance to show what he could do.

Prior to 1865, Negfo business in 
America was circumscribed by slav- 
ery in the South and by Negro popu- 
lation scarcity and lack of business 
organization knowledge in the 
North, They did, however, exist, 
falling roughly into two categories:

Reduced rates being 
offered to farmers 
served by APC 


Jan Cook stated at the March 
monthly commission meeting of the 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion that many farmers served by 
Alabama Power Company would be 
receiving reduced rates as of March 
4, 1996, Farmers adopting this new 
rate may stand to reduce their 
present rates by 3-21% depending 
on their usage. Customers, however, 
may keep their present plan if they 
so choose, 

“I have worked for months with 
our staff, Alabama Power, as well as 
other interested groups, to establish 
a rate that would help the farmers of 
this state; and at the same time, not 
increase the rates of other custom- 
ers. I’m pleased to say that is what 
these new rates do,” Ms. Cook stat- 
ed, Ms, Cook further stated: “I wish 
that this rate would be in effect for 
all Alabama farmers, but the com- 
mission does not regulate the Rural 
Electric Cooperatives nor the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority (TVA),” 

Poultry farmers, cattlemen, pea- 
nut growers, dairymen, nurseries, 
catfish growers among others may 
utilize these new rates. These farm- 
ers are presently using the LPS rates 
plan and would be changed to the 
ASL reduced rate. 

_ Peanut dryers and cotton gin op- 
erators are also benefitting. Their re- 
duced rate will be called the new PG 
rate and applies only to peanut 
dryers and cotton gins. 

Ms, Cook stated, “I was raised in 
a rural farming part of our state, and 
I realize with government programs 
in jeopardy and the increased oper- 
ating costs the difficulty farmers are 
experiencing; I want to help,”

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DAMASCUS COMMUNITY WANTS SENIOR CITIZENS CENTER 


Commission agrees to help on Byrd Mill Road rr

A large crowd of county residents 
greeted the Coffee County Commis- 
sion when it convened Monday 
morning. 

Actually, there were two groups, 
one composed of residents of Byrd 
Mill Road and the other was from 
the Damascus Community. 

Byrd Mill Road residents were 
once again seeking the commission’s 
help with their road, and the group 
from Damascus was asking the com- 
mission to sponsor a Senior Citizen 
Center in their community. 

Leading the Damascus group 
were members of the Damascus 
Homemakers Club, with several oth- 
ers residents in support. 

Speaking on behalf of the group 
was Mrs, Nellie English. She noted 
that the Homemakers Club was one 
of the oldest active groups in Coffee 
County. 

The commission was asked to 
support or sponsor the Senior Citi- 
zens Center in Damascus the same 
as they do in the New Hope Commu- 
nity. 

Mrs. English told commissioners 

that due to the location of Damascus, 
it was difficult for its senior resi- 
dents to participate in the activities 
of the centers located in New Brock- 
ton and Elba. 
__ The group suggested that the sen- 
ior citizens could utilized the voting 
house in Damascus as a meeting 
place. 

After a brief discussion, the com- 
missioners voted unanimously to 
support and/or sponsor the senior cit- 
izens’ center in Damascus, 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
suggested that the group meet with 
him and he could possibly assist 
them in acquiring funds for their 
center. 

Once again the residents of Byrd 
Mill Road approached the commis- 
sion concerning the condition of 
their road. 


Spokesman for the group, John 

Kuriger, told commissioners that the 
road was in a “dangerous condition 
at this time.” 
_ He reminded the commission that 
in addition to the residents there are 
several businesses - poultry houses 
and pig farm - located on the road. 

“The school bus refuses to travel 
the road,” Kuriger told commission- 
ers. 

Commissioner Brooks comment- 
i “It [the road] is a serious prob- 
em. 

_ Brooks noted that he had checked 
with the county engineer concerning 
the feasibility of obtaining industrial 
access funds to fix the road; howev- 
er, it is the responsibility of the town 
of New Brockton to make applica- 
tion for the funds, 

At this point, the question of 
whose responsibility it is to maintain 
the road arose and everyone attempt- 
ed to make their voice heard con- 
cerning the problems it. 

Brooks recommended that the at- 
torneys for the town and county 
meet in an attempt to solve the exist- 
ing problem between New Brockton 
and the county. 

Randy Lunsford noted, “We don’t 
need to wait until someone is injured 
before doing something about this 
problem.” 

During a break in the session, 
Kenneth Fuller, the county’s attor- 
ney, attempted to contact New 
Brockton’s attorney, Joe Sawyer, 
and set up a meeting; however Saw- 
yer was not available at the time. 

When the commission recon- 
vened, Commissioner Lawrence 
Creel made a motion that the county, 
upon a request from the the town 
and mayor of New Brockton, fix the 
road [Byrd Mill Road] without prej- 
udice to the pending disagreement. 

The commission voted unanimously 
for Creel’s motion.
